Her wish came true in January but she was taken ill, suffering a massive stroke just 
four days after she moved into the home and before the couple had actually been reunited 
as Mr Smith was ill. Now Dunkirk and D-Day veteran Mr Smith has also died at the Island

A CANAL trust is to review operating pro¬ 
cedures after a sex offender banned from 
contact with children took part in demon¬ 
strations attended by youngsters. 

Edward ‘Eddy’ Hunt was a volunteer at 
Dudley Canal Trust for three years. The 
68-year-old, from Mickley Avenue, Park 
Village, admitted breaching the terms of 
a Sex Offender Prevention Order and was 
given a three-year community order by 
Wolverhampton Crown Court. The hearing 
was told the trust had taken him on with¬ 
out checking if he had a criminal past. 

Trust director Alan Hazeldine said: “The 
Dudley Canal Trust is reviewing all its op¬ 
erating and volunteer manning procedures. 
This is in order to eliminate the possibility 
of this ever happening again.” 

Mr Hazeldine said Hunt had never been 
employed as a skipper on boats which take 
passengers on canal trips. He explained: 
“His only involvement with Dudley Canal 
Trust was moving the historic boat Sagitta 
3 and carrying out demonstrations. 

“Demonstrations only take place when a 
minimum of two volunteers are present and 
all children are accompanied by a parent or 
responsible adult.”

Mrs Smith, who was admitted to Rus¬ 
sells Hall Hospital following a fall just be¬ 
fore Christmas was finally allowed to move 
into Island Court at the end of January. 
Within four days, she suffered a massive 
stroke and died on Feburary 10. 

Devoted 

Mrs Smith’s daughter Diane Fellows, 
63, said: “I’m convinced it was down to all 
that stress. If they had listened to us in 
the first place, I honestly believe she would 
still be here.” 

The couple had both been widowed when 
they met at Diane’s wedding on March 17, 
1969, and were married a year to the day. 

Mrs Fellows, of Gordon Avenue, Lanes- 
field, said: “They were a devoted couple, 
and it broke my mother’s heart when they 
were apart.” 

The couple’s heartache began in August 
when Mr Smith was admitted to Russells 
Hall after being taken ill with a kidney 
complaint. When he was discharged after 
four weeks, social services ruled he was 
not fit to return to the flat he shared with 
his wife in Brunei Court, Wombourne, 
and he moved into Island Court in Bourne 
Street, Woodsetton, on September 4. As 
Mrs Smith’s health was not judged serious 
enough to warrant full-time nursing care, 
she was told she could not join him. 

While staff at Island Court said they 
were prepared to allow Mrs Smith to move 
in with her husband, Staffordshire and 
Stoke-on-Trent Partnership NHS Trust 
had said her condition did not justify the 
£391-a-week care cost. 

Mr Smith’s funeral at Gornal Wood Cre¬ 
matorium on Monday was on what would 
have been their 44th wedding anniversary.

Tyre deal 

A BUDGET supermarket’s plans 
for a new store in Kingswinford 
look set to progress now a deal has 
been done with tyre business on the 
site of the proposed supermarket. 

Lidl had already secured permis¬ 
sion to open a branch on the Duck¬ 
worth Trading Estate, off Stallings 
Lane, in Kingswinford. But now it 
is asking to increase the size of the 
store by almost 20 per cent. Bosses 


say that, if the move gets the go 
ahead, it would create around 40 
new jobs. 

In submitted plans the firm said: 
“We anticipate it will bring several 
million pounds worth of investment 
into the area, providing a new, at¬ 
tractive and modern development 
consisting of a Lidl food store, offer¬ 
ing local employment.” 

Single-storey warehouses and 


workshops at the trading estate will 
be demolished to make way for the 
new store. 

The estate was occupied by a fur¬ 
niture store, a windows manufac¬ 
turer and martial arts academy but 
they were relocated when planning 
permission for the supermarket was 
first granted last year. 

Only Kingswinford Tyres Ltd re¬ 
mained on the estate but the firm’s 


boss Andrew Page said it was also 
relocating to Dawley Brook Road 
late next month following a finan¬ 
cial settlement. 

The move will result in a 
£100,000 investment for the garage, 
see its base expand by 30 per cent 
and workforce go from 10 to 14. Mr 
Page said: “I have decided to take 
the positives from the negatives and 
look forward to our move.”

legal dispute 
over mosque 
to continue 

A LEGAL dispute over a 
proposed mosque in Dudley 
is set to continue as Muslim 
leaders attempt to launch 
another appeal. 

A recent ruling by the 
High Court found in favour 
of Dudley Council and it 
was expected a date would 
finally be set for the site in 
Hall Stree, to be handed 
back to the authority. 

But council leader Coun¬ 
cillor David Sparks says 
formal notification has been 
received that Dudley Mus¬ 
lim Association has submit¬ 
ted a request to appeal the 
court’s ruling. 

He admitted there was no 
way of knowing when the 
legal tussle, ongoing since 
2007, would now finish. 

Councillor Sparks said 
the authority was waiting 
to hear the outcome of the 
request from the Court of 
Appeal. 

Officials had hoped the 
battle was nearing an end 
after Deputy Judge David 
Halpern QC upheld an ear¬ 
lier court ruling striking out 
the association’s defence to 
the council’s action to re¬ 
claim the land. 

Councillor Sparks said 
that the ‘complex situation’ 
has now become even more 
complicated, likening it to a 
‘legal labyrinth’. 


They say they will con¬ 
tinue to fight against the 
scheme right up to the hear¬ 
ing date with a variety of 
events being organised to 
drum up support and keep 
residents informed 

The campaigners - who 
go under the name Brier¬ 
ley Hill SNOW (Say No tO 
Waste site) - hired a stall at 
the town’s market to publi¬ 
cise their battle and gather 
more support. 

Campaigner Tim Lees, 
aged 63, of Seagers Lane, 
said: “We’ve been extremely 
busy compiling residents’ 
letters of objection ahead 
of the deadline to submit 
our evidence against the 
scheme. We have real con¬ 
cerns about the smell from 
the site, then the traffic it 
will create. 

“We already have one 
rubbish pile, if we got this 
would it make us the waste 
capital of the West Mid¬ 
lands?” 

Clean Power Properties 
first unveiled its plan for 
the plant two years ago. In 
October it was turned down 
by councillors because of the 
impact on residents. But the 
company claimed the plant 
would not give out odours 
and a traffic management 
system would be in place. 
The facility would process 
195,000 tons of waste, in¬ 
cluding food, each year, gen¬ 
erating enough electricity 
for up to 10,000 homes and 
creating 30 jobs. 

The public inquiry on 
June 17 is scheduled to 
last four days and will be at 
Dudley Council House.

A LION which was part of a 
conservation breeding pro¬ 
ject at Dudley Zoo has died. 

Staff at the zoo on Mon¬ 
day said they were devas¬ 
tated by the death of Asiatic 
lion Mwamba, aged 11. 

Mwamba died despite 
veterinary treatment on 
Friday. 

Gujarat 

He was part of a rare and 
endangered lion subspecies 
known as Panthera leo per- 
sicus, native to India’s Gu¬ 
jarat State. 

He was brought to Dudley 
Zoo from Paignton last sum¬ 
mer to breed with the zoo’s 
female pair Asha and Kyra 
as part of a European con¬ 
servation programme. 

Zoo spokesman Jill Hitch- 
man said: “He was a very 
popular lion, you can see 
that by the tributes we have 
already had in. 

“We just wait now to 
find out the results of the 
post-mortem.” 

Mwamba was transferred 
to the zoo as part of the first 
lion breeding programme 
since the attraction’s pre¬ 
vious pair of lions died five 
years ago. 

Mwamba’s death is a 
major blow for a breeding 
programme considered of 
major importance.

Abuser Trevor Chapman 


A PAEDOPHILE who had accused 
his victims of concocting abuse 
claims to get their hands on his 
partner’s inheritance has been 
jailed for 18 years. 

Trevor Chapman has been put be¬ 
hind bars after a three week trial at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

The unemployed 52-year-old was 
arrested in January last year by 
detectives investigating a report of 
abuse in the 1990s. 

One of the victims, now aged in 
his 30s, had told police he had been 


repeatedly sexually assaulted by 
Chapman, who he had met when 
aged around 13. 

The abuse took place at Chap¬ 
man’s flat in Halesowen and inquir¬ 
ies revealed other boys would go to 
drink and smoke at premises across 
Birmingham linked to Chapman. 

Investigating officer Detective 
Constable Jen Rose said: “This was 
a challenging and complex case. The 
crimes happened two decades ago so 
we had to use all of our skills and 
the force’s resources to find the men 


who used to visit Chapman’s homes 
when they were boys. Considerable 
time and effort had to go into get¬ 
ting the men to open up to us and 
reveal their secrets.” 

Dc Rose identified four victims 
but when the allegations were put 
to Chapman he claimed it was a 
conspiracy with the men wanting a 
share of his partner’s recent inher¬ 
itance. 

During the trial the jury heard 
how Chapman would ply the boys, 
aged between 10 and 16 at the time, 


with alcohol and cigarettes and even 
cash in exchange for sex. 

Chapman, of Brook Crescent, 
Stourbridge, was found guilty of 28 
offences and placed on the Sex Of¬ 
fenders’ Register for life. 

Dc Rose added: “This has been a 
heavy burden for the boys Chapman 
groomed and abused. Their tormen¬ 
tor’s crimes have had a significant 
impact on their lives with some 
being left unable to form mean¬ 
ingful relationships because of the 
abuse they suffered.”

Colleges compete for HS2 business 


NINE Midland colleges are bidding 
to run a new skills academy to train 
engineers to work on HS2, it has 
emerged. 

The consortium want the new 
college, the first to be built for 
20 years, to be sited alongside a 
planned HS2 maintenance depot on 
the former LGV plant in Washwood 
Heath, Birmingham. 

It comes after The Chronicle’s 


sister newspaper the Express & 
Star revealed civic leaders in Staf¬ 
fordshire are calling for the college 
to be based in Stafford at the site 
due to be vacated by Staffordshire 
University. 

Their bid has been backed by high 
speed train specialists Alstom, who 
are based in the county town. 

The rival bid for Birmingham 
comprises South Staffordshire Col- 


lege, Kidderminster College, Bir¬ 
mingham Metropolitan College, 
University College, Birmingham 
South and City College, Birming¬ 
ham Bournville College, Solihull 
College, North East Worcestershire 
College, Burton and South Der¬ 
byshire College, and North East 
Worcestershire College. 

Ministers announced in January 
plans for a dedicated further ed- 


ucation college for the high-speed 
railway. 

Other bids to be the location for 
the new college are expected to 
come from Manchester, Crewe, and 
Derby. 

Meanwhile, bosses at the Wood¬ 
land Trust have stepped up their 
campaign to protect ancient wood¬ 
lands affected by the proposed 
route. 


£lm Merry Hill roads 
plan gets green light 


A £1.2 MILLION scheme to improve pedes¬ 
trian and bus routes around Merry Hill has 
been unanimously backed by planners. 

A toucan crossing will be installed along Pedmore 
Road and the carriageway widened to improve safe¬ 
ty for pedestrians. 

Studies carried out by Dudley Council showed a total of

Officials said there would 
be delays caused by the in¬ 
stallation of the crossing but 
they would work to mini¬ 
mise this.

A ‘PROFESSIONAL pick 
pocket’ has got a year in jail 
for stealing three purses.

Mr Phillips told Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court that 
she was arrested on July 31 
after photos were published 
in the Express & Star. The 
mother-of-one had a long 
history of dishonesty. 

Mrs Geraldine Toal, for 
Turner, said she stole to 
fund her drug habit, adding: 
“She realises now the effect 
that her crimes have on vic¬ 
tims.” 

Turner was banned from 
the two pubs for two years.

Police target shops selling cannabis gear 


ONE of the lead investigators behind a 
landmark conviction of 11 specialist sellers 
who helped supply equipment to cannabis 
growers has said he hopes the case will 
spark a debate over legislation. 

They had been selling the hydroponics 
equipment needed to produce the class B 
drug, and were convicted following an ex¬ 
tensive undercover police operation. 

Acting Detective Chief Inspector Tom 
Chisholm, said there is currently nothing 
in law to regulate this kind of hardware. 

He said: “There is no legislation at the 
moment that prevents anyone selling hy¬ 


droponics equipment. We wanted to test a 
hypothesis that they were going beyond just 
selling the equipment, and in the cases of 
the ones we convicted they were. 

Legislation 

“I’m hoping having this sort of debate 
might kick start people into looking into 
legislation around this.” 

Stores across the Black Country and Bir¬ 
mingham were targeted by detectives in 
February last year following a five-month 
undercover operation. 

Searches were carried out at business 


and home addresses of those linked to hy¬ 
droponic suppliers with £45,000 in cash 
seized as well as between two to three kilos 
of cannabis worth in the region of £20,000, 
and drug paraphernalia 

The 11 were sentenced last week at Bir¬ 
mingham Crown Court after having plead¬ 
ing guilty to assisting others in cannabis 
production at a previous hearing. 

Self-employed Neville Henry, aged 54 of 
Marshall Street, Smethwick, and who owns 
Extra Grow Hydroponics at Wednesbury 
Trading Estate, was handed six months in 
prison. 


Shopkeeper Simeon Keane, 31 of Severn 
Acres Road, Halesowen, owner of Grow- 
patch Ltd, High Street, Blackheath, was 
sentenced to 17 weeks suspended for 18 
months. Packer Paul Williams, 28, of Bris- 
tnall Hall Road, Oldbury, employed at Grow 
World, Bristol Road South, Northfield, was 
sentenced to 18 weeks in prison. 

Lorraine Mardenborough, 52, of Saracen 
Drive, Sutton Coldfield, co-owner of Red 
Eye Jungle Shop in Walsall, was given a six 
month sentence suspended for 18 months. 
Seven others are from Birmingham or in¬ 
volved with shops in the city.

NHS 111 service is back on track 


A NON-EMERGENCY helpline aimed 
at reducing pressure on hospitals and 
GPs has been given a clean bill of 
health four months after it was res¬ 
cued by West Midlands Ambulance 
Service. 

Bosses say they now hope to further 
broaden the reach of the NHS 111 ser¬ 
vice by potentially doubling the 64,000 
calls it receives each month and taking 
on new staff at its region headquarters 
in Brierley Hill. 

Earlier this month the service re¬ 
ceived its 250,000th call since its 


transfer to West Midlands Ambulance 
Service from NHS Direct, which pulled 
out in November due to severe finan¬ 
cial problems. 

Now, following a take-over period, 
adverts are to go out in local media and 
in GP practices as a push is started to 
encourage even more people to use 
the non-emergency service, which 
covers Shropshire, Black Country and 
Worcestershire . 

Director Daren Fradgley said: “We 
now take 2,000 calls on a weekday, 
4,000 calls on a weekend day. No-one 


knows exactly how much this will in¬ 
crease over the coming months but 
some of the early modelling suggests 
it could go up by 50 to 100 per cent. 

“As the growth continues, so will 
the employment of staff. We forecast 
we have got enough for next three 
months. What happens next will de¬ 
pend on how many more calls we re¬ 
ceive.” 

The 111 team is based at a control 
centre at the Waterfront. About 170 
health advisors handle calls with as¬ 
sistance from up to 60 clinicians.

Theatre just not 
viable, says expert 


ANDREW TURTON reports 
on findings that call into 
question the reasoning for 
saving Dudley Hippodrome 

IT is a report which delves into 
questions at the heart of a 
campaign to save the Dudley 
Hippodrome from being bull¬ 
dozed into oblivion. 

Experts are set the task to ana¬ 
lyse the future for the theatre and 
whether hope to reopen the Hippo¬ 
drome can become a reality. 

Dudley Council spent £2,750 commis¬ 
sioning consultants to appraise a busi¬ 
ness plan compiled by campaigners to 
run the landmark theatre. 

Now we can reveal the contents of 
that report after being granted access 
through a Freedom of Information re¬ 
quest. 

Herefordshire-based consultants Art- 
service were commissioned last year to 
look at the future of the building which 
celebrated its 75th anniversary last year. 

Now the stark prediction dealt by con¬ 
sultant Alun Bond reveals concerns for 
the future. 


Lifestyle 



“The Hippodrome is a major theatre 
and has undoubtedly played an impor¬ 
tant and memorable role in the cultural 
life of Dudley and its people,” he said. 
“In its heyday, would have been a major 
resource to the borough. 

“Unfortunately, due to the radical 
changes in lifestyle and leisure consump¬ 
tion that have taken place, its isolated 
location, the loss of its technical facili¬ 
ties, and the changes that have occurred 
in the regional market for theatre and 
in national touring product availabil¬ 
ity, mean that it is no longer positioned 
to be able to compete effectively in the 
theatre market. It is very difficult to see

therefore how it might be restored to a 
venue capable of viable and sustainable 
operation.” 

One crucial issue he identified was 
competition from other Midland thea¬ 
tres and potential for barring clauses 
stopping certain shows from appear¬ 
ing at the nearby Dudley Hippodrome. 
Such clauses can prevent a touring 
company or performer playing two the¬ 
atres within a certain distance and time 
period of each other. 

He said this potentially could include 
theatres like Wolverhampton’s Grand 


Theatre, Birmingham Hippodrome and 
The New Alexandra Theatre in Bir¬ 
mingham. 

Campaigners had secured the inter¬ 
est of Bill Kenwright, a major producer 
of touring musicals, at bringing shows 
to the Hippodrome. However Mr Bond, 
in his report said it would be unlikely 
to secure productions from ATG, also 
known as the Ambassador Theatre 
Group, which is also one of the UK’s 
leading theatre operators, as this would 
compete with the New Alexandra, 
which it operates. 


He did add that the Hippodrome could 
play a role as a live music venue and may 
attract some visiting shows due to its 
large capacity. He also said the venue 
could conflict with the programme of 
shows already at borough venues such 
as Dudley Town Hall. 

Yet friends group chairman Gordon 
Downing said this would not be a prob¬ 
lem. 

“Personally I’m not looking at staging 
one-off nights,” Mr Downing said. “I 
would prefer shows to come in Tuesday 
to Saturday. 

“The fact that they say there is not 
enough room on the circuit, I can’t 
imagine that one extra theatre would 
make much difference to them at all. 
They would only be working for one 
week extra and getting extra profit from 
that.” 

Mr Bond suggests a capital invest¬ 
ment of between £5m and £10m would 
be needed along with a ‘significant’ an¬ 
nual council subsidy of at least £300,000 
to £400,000 a year. 

Many theatres areowned by local au¬ 
thorities but are now often managed by 
trusts or separate commercial operators, 
the report says. 

Mr Bond says the ‘danger’ is the 
friends group would be unable to attract 
the funding required should it be re¬ 
tained and run on a voluntary basis. 

But Mr Downing questioned the need 
for financial involvement by the council 
and says the friends group have never 
asked for support in annual subsidies. 

“We never say it would be run by vol¬ 
unteers,” he said. “Volunteering would 
mainly just be able help clearing it in¬ 
itially. 

“Depending on the situation we would 
be looking to employ 15 to 16 full time 
staff.” 

Mr Downing added: “We have not 
asked for any money at all from the 
council but why shouldn’t we have its 
co-operation at least. We want the coun¬ 
cil just to come back to the table and lis¬ 
ten to us and see our vision.”

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Ex-postman is jailed after 
hoarding and burning parcels 


Raid accused 
is found dead 

A MAN was found hanging in prison a 
month after he allegedly brandished a fake 
handgun during a raid on a shop 

Paul Coley, 44, was was overpowered by 
staff at the Tesco Express in Upper Gornal. 

Mr Coley was stopped by the store’s se¬ 
curity guard and deputy manager with four 
steaks and 12 chocolate bars in his coat on 
November 29 at 8.20pm. Mr Coley, of Vicar¬ 
age Road, All Saints, Wolverhampton, was 
arrested by police and later charged with 
theft and possession of a firearm with intent 
to cause fear and violence. 

He appeared at Dudley Magistrates’ 
Court on November 2 and was remanded 
in custody but on New Year’s Eve he was 
found hanging in his prison cell at HMP 
Hewell in Redditch. An inquest is to be 
heard by the Worcestershire coroner. 


A POSTMAN who hoarded dozens of 
parcels he should have delivered — 
and set some of them alight — has 
been jailed for three months. 

Damien Turner had worked as a postman at 
Royal Mail’s Dudley delivery office for almost 
three years before being suspended, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court heard. 

Mr John Dove, prosecuting for Royal Mail, 
said the crime came to light when 28 parcels 
were found in the wardrobe of a property he had 
rented in Foxdale Drive, Brierley Hill. 

The manager of a letting agency, who made 


the discovery after Turner was forced to leave 
due to rent arrears, contacted Royal Mail in Oc¬ 
tober and an investigation was launched. 

The parcels had been dated between August 
28, 2011, and March 3, 2012 and had been due 
for delivery in the DY2 and DY3 areas. 

Mr Dove told the court that the 23-year-old’s 
current address in Broad Street, Pensnett, was 
searched and burnt remains of four packets 
were found in an oil drum in the garden. 

Turner was suspended in November. 

Turner had said that he had been going 
through a break-up with his girlfriend, had for¬ 


gotten to deliver the parcels and didn’t know 
what to do with them. Turner admitted delay¬ 
ing postal packets and another charge of arson. 

Miss Geraldine Toal, mitigating, said said: 
“He began to associate with those who were un¬ 
desirable and began to take drugs.” 

Jailing Turner for three months, Judge Mi¬ 
chael Dudley told him: “The Royal Mail has to 
expect absolute trust from anyone involved in 
delivering mail. 

Turner was handed a three-month jail term 
for arson and a one-month prison sentence, run¬ 
ning concurrently, for delaying postal packets. 


Offices only bid

IN ALL WAYS Ivor Brookes is gentle giant - a 
warm, engaging health professional, who is now 
rediscovering that his lips are moving when he talks. 

The 53-year-old Radiographer and ultrasound 
diagnostics clinician laughs easily and is generous 
with his compliments and smiles. 


Finding his lips again, he admits 
has been a strange experience but 
he’s “getting more used to it” as 
every day passes. 

Until recently, Ivor had endured 
major problems with his teeth. 
Recurring abscesses beneath his 
lower back molars had resulted in 
extractions, but that was just the 
beginning of a 15-year period with 
his teeth in gradual decline. 

Now after major restorative 
dentistry most of his mouth has 
been rebuilt at the North Street 
Dental Clinic, Dudley, where 
he has been a patient for three 
generations of dentists.

“People were 
often asking me to speak louder or 
complained that I was mumbling 
and I wasn’t even aware of it. 

“Now it feels really odd as my Ups 
are beginning to move properly 
again - but I’m getting more used 
to it and I’m really happy with 
the teeth,” adds the crown green 
bowls enthusiast. 

Polly, who joined the team in 
Dudley after working in Michigan, 
USA, at a prestigious cosmetic 
dental centre, says: “When we 
fitted the final crowns there was 
a marked change in Ivor’s facial 
features and his speech is now 
definitely clearer. 

“He’s been a great patient - ten 
months of dentistry and I’m a fairly 
fast worker - and the results are 
exceUent. The restorative work 
looks so natural 

and he will gain normal function 
with speech and eating more and 
more as time goes on. 

“Key to this therapy were the 
good, healthy gums Ivor has. They 
were not infected, so I was able to 
proceed with a lot of restorative 
work.” 


First class 

And what of the North Street 
Dental Clinic care? “At no time 
did I feel excluded from what was 
going on. I always felt in control 
myself and Polly instilled so much 
confidence in me as she took me 
through afi of the work. 

“It was first class - the nursing 
and everything - and it was all as 
pain-free as it possibly could be, 
even the injections. 

“She used an ultra-fine needle to 
administer the anaesthesia and all 
I felt was a little pressure of the 
anaesthetic going into the tissue.” 

Ivor is now planning to replace 
his missing molars with implant 
teeth, which will be carried out in 
North Street in due course.

I KNOW people think poli¬ 
ticians are stuck in London, 
are out of touch and don’t 
care what’s happening in 
places like Dudley, but I 
grew up here and live here 
now. I work hard to listen to 
local people and take what 
they say seriously. 

That’s why this year, like 
last year and the year be¬ 
fore, I wrote to thousands of 
local people to ask about the 
cost of living. 

I wanted to find out how 
the economy is affecting 
people in Dudley and tell 
the Chancellor in black and 
white what’s actually going 
on. 

Struggling 

It’s clear from what peo¬ 
ple have told me that there’s 
no recovery for struggling 
families in Dudley, what¬ 
ever George Osborne claims. 

Nearly nine out of ten 
families in Dudley told me 
that their finances were not 
improving at all. Just one in 
three are optimistic about 
their finances in the year 
ahead. 

Far and away the biggest 
drain on family budgets 
were rising energy bills, 
with 86 per cent telling me 
that they were a concern. 
Two thirds said they were 
worried about the cost of 
food and everyday house¬ 
hold items too. This is 
making it more difficult for 
people to put away savings 
and support their families. 

Three-quarters had 
stopped saving or were 
spending their savings to 


get by, and almost half told 
me that they couldn’t afford 
to help children who were 
struggling to make ends 
meet. 

Unemployment continues 
to be a problem and 60 per 
cent knew someone who has 
been out of work for longer 
than six months. Nearly 
half blamed this on a lack of 
Government investment in 
our area with a third saying 
that a lack of skills contrib¬ 
utes to unemployment. 

We can’t afford another 
budget where George Os¬ 
borne hands millionaires 
another tax cut — we need 
help for families right now. 
That’s why I wrote to him 


ahead of the Budget to tell 
him what’s really going on 
in Dudley. 


LAST week I came across 
more evidence that there’s 
no recovery in the Black 
Country yet. Research that 
I put together shows that 
5,695 families across the 
Black Country had to rush 
to the shops to top up pre¬ 
paid gas and electric meters 
to cook their Christmas din¬ 
ner. That’s a huge number 
of people getting by with so 
little on their gas and elec¬ 
tric meters that they didn’t 
have enough to get through 
from Christmas Eve to Box- 
ing Day. 


Annual energy bills have 
gone up by £300 a year since 
2010, and I know this has 
made it harder for many 
people in the Black Country 
to make ends meet and keep 
their homes warm. George 
Osborne’s budget has to ad¬ 
dress this. I want the Gov¬ 
ernment to introduce an 
energy price freeze to help 
working families with their 
bills but so far they’ve re¬ 
fused to take action. 

OVER the last few weeks 
hundreds of local people 
have been in touch with me 
about the Government’s 
‘hospital closure clause’. 

Technically, the clause 
would let ‘special adminis¬ 
trators’ brought in to save 
struggling hospitals recom¬ 
mend changes or closures 
at hospitals beyond the 
one in trouble. In practice, 
the clause would hand new 
powers to the Government 
to go over the heads of local 
people to close hospitals like 
Russells Hall. 

It just goes to show that 
you can’t trust the Tories 
with the NHS. 

Like anyone else who lives 
in Dudley and uses Russells 
Hall, I’m really concerned 
that changes to services 
could happen without local 
people ever having a say in 
the matter. That’s why I 
pushed the Government to 
reject the clause last week. 

It just shouldn’t be possi¬ 
ble to close a hospital with¬ 
out consulting on it first, so 
I want a future Labour Gov¬ 
ernment to repeal Clause 
119 completely.

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Villa Park hit 
hardest by theft 

MOBILE phones, cash, debit cards and 
number plates have been stolen while fans 
were watching games at West Midland foot¬ 
ball grounds, figures show. 

Aston Villa saw most complaints of thefts 
at their stadium in the last three years with 
21 incidents recorded by police at Villa 
Park, which holds almost 43,000 fans, since 
2010. In contrast, Wolves’ Molineux, which 
has a capacity of 31,700, saw just seven re¬ 
corded offences between 2010 and 2014. 

West Bromwich Albion’s The Hawthorns 
and Birmingham City’s St Andrews saw 18 
thefts each while Walsall’s Banks’s Stadium 
saw 16 despite the lowest capacity — 11,300 
— of the five clubs . 

Mobile phones were the most stolen item 
with 33 swiped at the five grounds in four 
years.

Canal heritage volunteer was 
a convicted sex offender 


A SEX offender banned from 
contact with children got a 
voluntary job with a canal 
group visited by youngsters. 

Edward ‘Eddy’ Hunt, 68, was a vol¬ 
unteer with Dudley Canal Trust for 
three years before his past was discov¬ 
ered, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
was told. He had twice been jailed for 
offences involving children and been 
cautioned for possession of child porn. 

The trust took him on without 


checking if he had a criminal past, re¬ 
vealed Mr Geoffrey Dann, prosecuting. 

Hunt, of Park Village, who joined 
the trust in 2010, sometimes met 
school groups. Mr Dann added: “He 
was not left alone with the children, 
who had a teacher with them, but that 
action was a breach of the Sex Of¬ 
fender Prevention Order.” 

He was arrested in September after 
a sex offender manager, who took over 
his case, learned Hunt had contact 
with children as a volunteer. Mr David 


Bratt, defending, said: “He had not 
kept this secret. The previous offender 
manager had been advised where he 
was working.” 

Hunt, of Mickley Avenue, admitted 
breaking terms of the order and was 
given a three year community order 
and 24-week curfew. Trust director 
Alan Hazeldine said: “Dudley Canal 
Trust is reviewing all its operating 
and volunteer manning procedures 
in order to eliminate the possibility of 
this ever happening again.”

School to get 
road crossing 

A ZEBRA crossing will be introduced out¬ 
side a school in a bid to improve children’s 
safety, at a cost of £20,000. 

Dudley Council is to install the crossing 
on the Hagley Road, outside the Hasbury 
Primary School, in Halesowen. 

Transport boss Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed made the decision after a consul¬ 
tation with residents, police and transport 
operators last month. Only one objection 
was made from a nearby resident con¬ 
cerned of the impact on property prices. 

Councillor Ahmed said: “Having given 
consideration to the comments and obser¬ 
vations received as well as the aims of the 
scheme to improve road safety, it is felt 
to be appropriate that the introduction of 
pedestrian crossing should proceed.” 



Come on our Neil 
in Dexys book salute 


Dexys Midnight Runners superfan Neil Warburton 

DEXYS Midnight Runners superfan Neil Warburton has 
written book about the band’s history. The 42-year-old 
from Oldbury is also long-time friend of the band’s mercu¬ 
rial frontman Kevin Rowland. 

Mr Warburton first got into the band when a child and 
the very first record he bought was their 1980 chart-topper 
Geno. The group’s Kevin Rowland lived in the same street 
as Neil, Apollo Road. 

He said: “I remember sitting in front of the TV watching 
the band and my mum came in and saw Kevin. She said: 
‘He only lives up the road’. It is not often you find one of 
your neighbours is your favourite rock star.” 

Mr Warburton, who still lives in Apollo Road, eventually 
plucked up the courage to knock on his neighbour’s door 
and ask for an autograph. The two men remain friends. 

Mr Warburton’s book is a compilation of 15 issues of his 
fanzine Keep On Running, published from 1995 to 2000, 
along with new interviews from band members. The book 
will be launched at Oldbury’s Railway Inn and the Court of 
Requests pub in Church Road on Saturday. 

Heroin dealer is 
back behind bars 

A DRUG dealer is back behind bars after being caught sell¬ 
ing heroin. Police found 13 wraps of the drug split into £10 
deals when they raided the Dudley home of Harry Edwards 
on October 30, Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. 

There were also three wraps of crack cocaine, three sets 
of scales, a roll of cling film, mobile phones and a Stanley 
blade at the address in Queen Street, Pensnett, said Mr 
Howard Searle, prosecuting. 

Edwards, 39, had bought heroin to sell on to others but 
the cocaine was for his own use, the court heard. 

Mr Malcolm Fowler, defending, said father-of-two Ed¬ 
wards had had a long struggle with drug addiction. He had 
a previous conviction for drug dealing and other offences. 

Edwards, admitted possession of heroin with intent to 
supply and possession of cocaine and was jailed for three 
years ten months by Judge John Warner, who told him: 
“You have a very bad record spread over many years.”

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Sandwell lack 
of qualifications 

TWO areas of the Black Country have 
among the highest proportion of residents 
with no qualifications in the country. 

Sandwell was placed third out of nearly 
350 authorities for the highest amount of 
people between the ages of 16 and 64 who 
have no academic or professional qualifica¬ 
tions while Walsall was placed sixth in the 
research by the Office of National Statistics. 

The data comes from the 2011 census Ac¬ 
cording to the figures, nearly 50,000 people 
in Sandwell have no level of qualification, 
including GCSEs, A Levels, vocational 
qualifications or degrees, which equates to 
around one in four people in the borough. 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet member for 
children’s services, Councillor Simon Hack- 
ett, said officials were doing what they 
could to improve that figure. 


Warning on car cat crime 
as thieves chop off converters 


A RETIRED foundry worker is ap¬ 
pealing for help to track down ‘cat 
crooks’ who cut a valuable chunk 
out of his car exhaust in the latest in 
a spate of similar attacks. 

Raiders jacked Ray Harvey’s car up on 
his drive in Stourbridge during the early 
hours and hacked off its catalytic convert¬ 
er. 

It follows police warnings and a campaign 
urging motorists to security mark their vehi¬ 
cles after more than 70 catalytic converters 


— known as ‘cats’ —were stolen from cars and 
vans in Dudley. 

Mr Harvey, aged 63, of Peak Road, Penfields, 
only realised what had happenedwhen he heard 
a banging noise, followed by the exhaust falling 
off, as he started the car a few hours later. 

Their son-in-law, unemployed mechanic 
Andre Didlick, of Amblecote, discovered that 
the ‘cat’ was missing. 

Mr Harvey said: “They cost about £300 to re¬ 
place. Thieves target them because they can sell 
the metals off for £200 or more and I would like 
to know if anyone saw the thieves.” 


A neighbour’s CCTV caught the thieves on 
camera jacking up the car at 4.50am on March 
8 and it took just three minutes 10 seconds for 
them to remove the ‘cat’. 

The footage showed the shadowy images of 
two men who arrived in a black car. 

More than 70 catalytic converters were stolen 
in Dudley between April and December with 
thieves targeting vehicles including Mercedes 
Sprinter vans, Kia, Mitsubishi, Ford, Peugeot, 
Citroen and Hyundai. Police urge drivers not to 
park their cars with two wheels on the kerb be¬ 
cause it gives easier access. 


Teens rescued 
from reservoir 

THREE teenagers were rescued from a 
water ski ramp after becoming stranded 
in the middle of a reservoir when their 
dinghy burst. 

Two 15-year-old boys and a 16-year- 
old boy had been using a dinghy at Lodge 
Farm Reservoir, in Highbridge Road, 
Netherton, on Saturday. 

Firefighters and a water rescue unit 
were called to the reservoir, which is used 
by Dudley Water Ski Club, at about 5pm. 
The teenagers are not believed to have 
been members. Fire crews used an inflat¬ 
able boat to bring the boys back to shore. 

Watch commander Roy Whitehead, 
from Brierley Hill fire station, said the 
boys were not stuck there for very long 
and were all okay.

Sir Trevor to open 
£1.2m football centre

WORK has been completed on a £1.2 million football cen¬ 
tre to coach the next generation of players, ahead of an 
official opening by one of the legends of the game.

Heath, Kingswinford. 

Former England international Sir Trevor Brooking will 
officially open the new facility at the club’s ground in Swin¬ 
don Road on April 26. 

Eleven new football pitches have been landscaped and 
created over the past 12 months on the ground neighbour¬ 
ing Dudley Kingswinford Rugby Club. 

Cash for the project came in the form of grants from the 
Football Foundation, Sport England, Cory Environmental 
and other funders. 

A new sports pavilion has been built as part of the works 
alongside a car park on the 30-acre site. 

There are also four changing rooms, toilets and a kitchen 
created as part of the development. 

Sir Trevor will make the official opening from 12noon. 

Kia crashes into a 
High Street takeaway 

A MOTORIST was taken to hospital after her car clipped a 
parked vehicle before crashing into a shop front. 

The woman suffered suspected spinal injuries in the 
crash which closed Dudley High Street for around 90 min¬ 
utes on Monday.

Ryan Richards, owner of Slicks hairdressers next door 
to the takeaway, said: “It was cutting hair, and then boom. 
There was a loud bang and the car’s in the wall.” 

A structural engineer from Dudley Council checked the 
building was safe and National Grid capped a gas pipe.

Couple win fight for 
justice after roof fraud 



Janet and Maurice Rudge were conned into paying a rogue roofer £2,400 


A CANCER sufferer and his 
wife have spoken of their 
battle for justice after falling 
victim to a cowboy roofer. 

Maurice Rudge, aged 79, had only 
just suffered a stroke when he and his 
wife, Janet, were misled into having 
work done on their Halesowen home 
by Jason Charles in August 2011. 

Charles knocked on their door say¬ 
ing he was working nearby and had 
noticed two chimneys on their prop¬ 
erty needed re-pointing. He told the 
couple they were in a ‘dangerous con¬ 
dition’. 

But the job was not completed de¬ 
spite the couple making constant 
phone calls to the company. 

Charles was found guilty of five 
charges of fraud by a jury at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court last week. He 
was also convicted of participating in 
a fraudulent business and engaging in 
a commercial practice which contra¬ 
vened the requirements of professional 
diligence in relation to a second victim. 

The court heard that he had failed to 
provide a reasonable price for the work 
and scaffolding on the Rudge’s prop¬ 
erty. Charles had also failed to tell the 
couple they could cancel the contract 
at any time. 

He ran his business PRS Roofing 
with his brother Dean Powers who 
was also found guilty of participating 
in a fraudulent business and engaging 
in commercial practice which contra¬ 
vened the requirements of professional 
diligence, in relation to a separate vic¬ 
tim. 

The court was told that Charles and 
Powers, 46, of Rainscar, Wilnecote, 
Tamworth had failed to carry out the 
expected standard of work at another 
man’s home in Halesowen. They also 
misled him by claiming the work was 
guaranteed for 30 years. 

Michael Rimmer paid out £2,800 
for the new fibre glass roof in October 
2010 but by September 2012 it had 
suffered two leaks. 

Mr Rudge, of Blackberry Lane, an 
ambulance man for more than 30 
years, has welcomed the guilty ver¬ 


dicts. He said: “We had no concerns 
about the state of the chimneys until 
Charles showed up. He originally said 
the work would cost £700 for the work. 
Then he came back and said it would 
be £700 for both chimneys. After that 
it was £1,000 for the scaffolding to be 
put up. 

“I was taken advantage of, there is 
no doubt about that.” 

Mrs Rudge, 79, said the guilty ver¬ 


dicts represented the ‘end of a very 
long road’. She said her husband had 
suffered another stroke last year and 
she blamed the stress. 

“We are just relieved it is finally all 
over,” she said. 

Recorder Anthony Potter remanded 
Powers and Charles in custody until 
their next appearance on May 14. He 
said custodial sentences were ‘likely’ 
for both of them.

Rival schemes 
delay return of 
Churchill mosaic 


DELAYS have hit the res¬ 
toration of an iconic Dud¬ 
ley memorial to war-time 
leader Winston Churchill as 
protracted talks over devel¬ 
opment of a key town centre 
site continue.

Teenager is sentenced 
for drunken attack at bar 


A DRUNKEN teenager who 
attacked two young men 
outside a bar in Sedgley has 
been sent to a Young Of¬ 
fenders Institution for nine 
months. 

Luke Shelley, of Mount Road, 
Lanesfield, Wolverhampton, ad¬ 
mitted assault causing actual 
bodily harm and common assault 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court. 
The two victims were drinking 
with friends at the town centre 
venue, said Mr David Oscroft, 
prosecuting. 

Escalated 

They were at the Clifton Bar in 
Sedgley while Shelley was with an¬ 
other group of young men. 

Words were exchanged, umbrage 
was taken and the aggression esca¬ 
lated, said Mr Oscroft. 


Report by Jon Pritchard 

He said Shelley struck out at the 
one man. Then, when a patrolling po¬ 
lice car moved away from the scene of 
the incident in Sedgley’s Bull Ring, he 
assaulted the man again before then 
joining in a group attack on the other 
victim. 

Mr Pat Currie, for Shelley, said he 
maintained he had not kicked out dur¬ 
ing the incident, which he accepted 
had resulted in unpleasant injuries 
for the two men, who had suffered 
cuts and bruising. 

“He was heavily intoxicated and he 
does not remember too much about 
what happened,” said Mr Currie. 

“He accepts what he did was a com¬ 
plete over-reaction.” 

Mr Currie said 19-year-old Shelley, 
who had no previous convictions for 
violence, had found it extremely diffi¬ 
cult to view the CCTV footage. 

He added: “What he did was out of 


character and he is full of remorse for 
his actions.” 

Recorder Tina Landale said Shelley 
had learned nothing from his previous 
court appearances and he had to go be¬ 
hind bars for his involvement in what 
was “quite serious public disorder.” 

Recorder Landale said: “In drink, 
you were pumped up and looking for 
trouble. 

Frightened 

She continued: “Your offending 
calls for a deterrent sentence because 
members of the public are frightened 
by such behaviour.” 

Recorder Landale described the one 
assault on a man who was punched 
and kicked as “vicious”. 

She told him: “You were caught red- 
handed on the CCTV footage.”

Ambulances are 
failing to meet 
999 target times 


AMBULANCE crews in 
the West Midlands are 
failing to reach some 
emergency patients within 
strict eight minute-targets. 

Inspectors from the Care 
Quality Commission have 
told officials at West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service 
NHS Foundation Trust 
that action is needed to 
tackle the problem. 

They found the trust 
had been ‘experiencing dif¬ 
ficulty’ in meeting targets 
for response times to some 
emergency calls since July 
2013. 

Trust chief executive 
Anthony Marsh told a gov¬ 
ernors meeting that there 
was ‘more work to do’ to 
meet the guideline time. 

Ambulances should be 
on scene within eight min¬ 
utes for the most serious 
patients and this is broken 


down into two categories - 
Red 1 for the highest prior¬ 
ity cases and Red 2. 

Patients classed as Red 
2 have conditions ‘which 
may be life threatening but 
less time critical’ according 
to parameters published by 
NHS England. 

But ambulance crews 
should still reach those pa¬ 
tients, irrespective of loca¬ 
tion, within eight minutes 
in 75 per cent of calls. 

However paramedics 
in the West Midlands had 
only reached patients in 
the second most serious 
category with targets in 
73.7 per cent of cases. 

The Trust had reported 
an increase of four per cent 
in the number of emer¬ 
gency calls. 

It is planning to recruit 
new paramedics.

Woman of steel has big 
plans after expansion

A BLACK Country woman 
has revealed ambitious plans 
to double the size of her busi¬ 
ness within three years. 

Arford Steel Profiles has enjoyed 
fresh levels of trade since bringing in 
plasma technology towards the end of 
last year. 

Owner Diane Kimberley is looking 
to build on that momentum with plans 
to increase turnover to record levels. 

She’s predicting growth of 20 per 
cent in just 12 months and is hoping 
the trend will continue in the years 
ahead.

BUNTING, flags, pork 
scratchings, poetry and pride 
- this is the time to really big 
up everything we love about 
the Black Country. 

Plans are now underway for 
a festival to celebrate what the 
heart of the industrial heritage 
of Britain has done for the world, 
with everything from inventions 
to language getting its moment in 
the sun. 

And the idea has now become so big 
that the celebrations are likely to last 
an entire week. 

Black Country Festival is based 
around July 14, the official Black 
Country Day. It is the anniversary of 
the invention of the Newcomen En¬ 
gine, the first to harness the power of 
steam. 

Campaign 

Yet the only official celebration that 
took place last year was a flag, de¬ 
signed by a schoolgirl, flew from the 
offices of the Department for Commu¬ 
nities and Local Government. 

Redhill School pupil Gracie Shep¬ 
pard’s flag - a chain against a black, 
white and red background, has now 
been adopted as the official flag of the 
Black Country. 

Now a campaign, backed by Dudley 
Council and the Black Country Living 
Museum, is gathering steam to cele¬ 
brate everything people love about the 
area. 

Many feel the event, similar to the 
annual Yorkshire Day held in the his¬ 
toric northern county, is long overdue 
given the Black Country’s importance 
to the industrial revolution. 

Whether it was Walsall’s leather, 
Wolverhampton’s locks, Netherton’s 
chain making, Stourbridge’s glass, the 
Batham’s, Banks’s, Davenports and 
Holden’s breweries to name but a few, 


a plate of faggots and paes, portion of 
Groaty Dick, or orange battered chips, 
The Black Country has given a lot to 
the world, with famous comedians, 
entertainers,sporting stars and bands 
Musicians, artists, street entertain¬ 
ers, jugglers, stilt walkers, fire eaters, 
poets, dancers, businesses, pubs, char¬ 


ities, community groups and enter¬ 
tainment venues are all being urged 
to fly the flag and put on events this 
summer. 

The Black Country Festival was the 
brainchild of Garry Sawers who chairs 
a committee of people working under 
the title Black Country Festival.

From busking 
to the big time

IT does sound a little like a 
script from a musical for Ex¬ 
eter-based duo Phillip Henry 
and Hannah Martin who were 
“discovered” busking as part 
of Sidmouth Folk Week. 

Fast forward a few years to The 
Royal Albert Hall and they are 
being handed the Radio2 Folk 
Award for best duo. 

“I think winning the best duo folk 
award is probably the pinnacle of what 
we have done so far,” said Henry . “It 
was a shock really.”. 

So what is the real story behind 
Steve Knightley of band Show of 
Hands finding them busking, did he 
really come across the duo by chance? 

“Yes it was really,” explains Henry. 
“Obviously geographically it was likely 
to happen because we live quite close 
to each other, but it was at Sidmouth 
that he spotted us busking on the sea 
front. 

Cathedral 

“Steve contacted me and said they 
had about three openings on their ca¬ 
thedral tour. The biggest one we did 
was Bath at Wells Cathedral, which 
was in front of about 800 people so we 
were straight in at the deep end. From 
there they asked us to join them on 
their spring tour the next year so we 
did another 12 concerts with them. It 
was a big learning curve for us.” 

The duo who are an item, should you 
be wondering, both have an impres¬ 
sive musical track record with Martin 
being encouraged from an early age 
to follow her musical leanings while 
Henry has travelled to Asia to study 
classical Indian music. 

With being both a working couple 
as well as traversing the North South 
divide (Hannah is from Devon and

Phillip Lancashire) do they work well 
together? Henry has little doubt about 
it. 

“Well I am very sarcastic and Helen 
is very well spoken so I think it is quite 
a good dynamic on stage, we have a 
good laugh. Helen brings a lot of West 
Country stuff to the act. 

“We are writing really well together 
these days and with each album we 
find new approaches to what we are 
writing and so the quality of our writ¬ 
ing is improving.” 

If you go by their latest collabora¬ 


tion which produced their acclaimed 
and second album Mynd then the team 
work seems to be paying off. 

Has all the new recognition, the 
award, the successful second album 
changed their horizons or ambitions? 

“I suppose it’s given us a nice boost 
of confidence and hope for the future,” 
admits Martin.

A legend 
reborn at 
age of 72 

Rodriguez, Symphony

SIXTO Rodriguez is an enig¬ 
ma. For a man who has only 
ever released two albums 
and then disappeared off 
the radar for the best part of 
30 years, it is incredible the 
following that he has. 

He was working on a 
third album when his re¬ 
cord company folded and he 
disappeared from the music 
scene.

They’re all back for this third 
series, which Tom Hollander, who 
co-created the sitcom with writer 
James Wood, says was a dream to 
make. 

“I found it very comforting and 
reassuring and it’s very lovely to do 
something that you have done 
before which people have enjoyed,” 
he remarks. “There was none of the 
stress you normally have playing a 
new part where you go, ‘Oh, I 
wonder if it works if I do this or if I

do that’ whereas, because we’ve 
done two series there’s a relaxation 
of putting on a, you know, favourite 
old cardigan or something.” 

Also back is Olivia Colman. She 
may have become Britain’s premier 
TV actress since the last run of Rev 
was aired, thanks to performances 
in Broadchurch, Run, Accused and 
The Thirteenth Tale, but she found 
time in her hectic diary for this. 

“There’s something comforting 
about knowing we’re back because 
people liked it, so we’re doing 
something right,” she says. “It’s a 
shame you have to do anything on 
the first day. It’d be nice if it was a 
write-off because you’re just 
chatting and catching up. It’s lovely.” 

There’s about to be a new 
addition to the couple’s lives when 
we meet him again - Alex gives 
birth to their long-awaited first child, 
a girl, in dramatic circumstances. 

“The baby belongs to the Parish 
suddenly,” explains Colman. “So, 
everyone who is knocking on the 
door anyway is now also knocking 


on the door to look after the baby, 
which is very irritating to Alex.” 

There’s also little time for paternity 
leave, because Adam’s parish 
duties continue to weigh heavy on 
him. In the first episode, he joins 
forces with an Imam in an attempt 
to improve the local community, but 
is left wondering if his new 
colleague has a hidden agenda. 

Also giving poor Adam a 
headache are the new Area Dean 
and Diocesan secretary who seem 
to have big but destructive plans for 
St Saviour’s. 

Kayvan Novak, Joanna Scanlan 
and Vicki Pepperdine guest star as 
the newcomers, and the general 
consensus of opinion from 
Hollander and Colman is that 
they’re “brilliant’.’ 

Colman perhaps sums up Rev’s 
appeal best when she describes it 
as: “well-written, beautiful and the 
people are loveable and flawed. It’s 
got a soft underbelly and a humility 
which is easy to love.” 

And long may that continue.

Mercedes - It’s a class act 


By Andy Enright 

How can it be the car Mercedes- 
Benz calls its best-selling model 
has, for so long, felt a bit of an un¬ 
derachiever? 

The C-Class ought to have been all the com¬ 
pany knows about luxury saloons distilled into a 
smaller form, but for many years it was instead 
a car which was short on quality and long on 
price tag. 

The 2007 model repaired much of its reputa¬ 
tion and the subsequent 2011 facelift brought 
even more features and better efficiency, but in 
this country, the C-Class always lagged a distant 
third in the compact executive sales charts. 

Much has changed in the interim though. The 
introduction of a smaller four-door saloon, the 
CLA, has allowed the C-Class to become a bit 
bigger and a good deal more luxurious. The lat¬ 


est car is a fresh design from the ground up 
and it shows. 

The diesel engines include a 2.1-litre C220 
BlueTEC unit good for 170PS, plus you can 
talk to your dealer about feebler C200 Blue¬ 
TEC and pokier C250 BlueTEC offerings. Pet¬ 
rol-wise, there’s a 184PS C200 unit. 

The C300 BlueTEC HYBRID combines a 
four-cylinder 204PS diesel engine with a com¬ 
pact 27PS electric motor and looks interesting, 
as does the prospect of a plug-in hybrid model. 
In the here and now, there’s a choice of two six- 
speed manual transmissions or an improved 
version of the 7G-TRONIC automatic gearbox. 
The electromechanical Direct Steer system is 
also fitted as standard. 

Looking at the exterior of this C-Class, you’d 
be forgiven for thinking this was the most 
conservative of styling directions. It’s tidily ex¬ 
ecuted, with hints of the latest S-Class in its 
detailing. The long bonnet, a passenger com¬ 




partment set well back and short overhangs 
define the C-Class’s classic proportions. Large 
wheels emphasise the rear and communicate a 
stylishly sporty character. 

In automatic vehicles, a large one-piece cen¬ 
tre console panel performs an elegant sweep 
from the centre air vents to the armrest. On 
vehicles with manual transmission, the centre 
console is slightly steeper and features two 
separate trim elements in order to create ample 
space for ergonomic operation of the shift lever. 

Prices for the C200 petrol start at around 
£27,000, while for a C200 BlueTEC diesel, you’ll 
pay from around £29,500. To gain an insight 


into quite how deep the thought process be¬ 
hind the new C-Class is, consider this. The air 
conditioning system talks to the car’s satellite 
navigation system. When you enter a tunnel, 
rather than start sucking diesel fumes into the 
cabin from that labouring artic, the car knows 
it’s entering a tunnel and automatically switch¬ 
es the air conditioning to recirculate, bringing 
in fresh air only when you’ve emerged again. 

That’s smart. As indeed is the Collision Pre¬ 
vention Assist Plus system. When a danger of 
collision persists and the driver fails to respond, 
the system is able to carry out autonomous 
braking at speeds of up to 125mph, thereby 


reducing the severity of collisions with slower 
or stopping vehicles. The system also brakes 
in response to stationary vehicles at a speed 
of up to 31 mph, and is able to prevent rear-end 
collisions at speeds of up to 25mph. 

It doesn’t take long to see how Mercedes 
has forged ahead with efficiency. Where the 
last C220 diesel emitted 117g/km of carbon di¬ 
oxide, the latest model trims that down to just 
103g/km, with fuel economy improving from 
64.2mpg to 70.6mpg. Even the entry-level pet¬ 
rol model, the Cl 80, gets numbers that not so 
long ago would have been very respectable in¬ 
deed for a diesel car in this sector:

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New sporty 
hot hatch is 
following in 
footsteps of 
a true great

I despair at getting older, but one of the ad¬ 
vantages of being of a more mature age is we 
are able to remember things which happened 
quite a few years ago, and one such memory 
will remain with me until my dotage - the joy 
of driving a Peugeot 205 GTi 1.9-litre around 
the Donnington Park motoring racing circuit 
in the early 80s. 

It was without doubt the ubiquitous hot hatch, the 
vehicle which set the benchmark all others had to fol¬ 
low. 

Sadly, with insurance costs and exorbitant premiums, it 
died a death. 

Thank goodness Peugeot has always hankered after 
bringing back the hot hatch, and with the 208 GTi it has re¬ 
incarnated the brilliant 205. 

Whether it is as good remains to be seen and only time 
will tell, but certainly the new 208 GTi looks the business. It 
just shouts at you it is exactly what it says on the box. 

It is powered by a turbo-charged 1.6-litre engine which 
gives an impressive 200bhp.This projects the vehicle from 
0-60 in less than seven seconds, and where possible,will 
give a top speed of 143mph. 

All this from a relatively small, diminutive three-door 
hatchback which will take the children to school, do the 
shopping, but reward you so dramatically when you venture 
off onto those twisty ‘B’ roads. 

The external look of the 208 GTi is an absolute delight 
with its curvaceous form, the earlier 205 was a boxier vehicle 
but the new 208 is stunning. 

The17in alloy wheels, red brake calipers and the chrome 
exhaust system all hint at what is available beneath the skin 
of this vehicle. 

Inside, the vehicle says I am a sporty derivative. The red 
stitching on the sport seats hug you like a comfort blanket. 
It is a vehicle designed to not just look good but handle 
superbly, and give you a buzz of excitement from the per¬ 
formance. 

Lower 

The new 208 GTi is further distinguishable from its 208 
sibling with its lower ride height, wider track, front and rear 
sporty sills and wing extensions and, of course, an abun¬ 
dance of extra chromium plate. The rear spoiler and the 
brake calipers really do emphasis the sporty appearance. 

The 1.6-litre engine has been allied to a six-speed manu¬ 
al gearbox, this enables power to be delivered quickly and 
effortlessly whichever gear you choose. There is a degree 
of feedback through the steering, which is nice, but it is not 
overly sensitive. 

The engineers have designed the suspension without giv¬ 
ing a rough, harsh ride which rattle the fillings in your teeth, 
like so many manufacturers try to do, to enable a decent bit 
of handling. 

That said, this is a sporty vehicle and you expect a sporty 
suspension. 

Peugeot has managed to maintain a degree of comfort 
whilst also allowing the vehicle to be adequate in its perfor¬ 
mance at holding its lines through variable road surfaces. 

The 208 GTi is only available as a three-door, and we all 
appreciate the difficulties of just two doors when getting in 
and out of the back, but I firmly believe the 208 GTi is for the 
driver and partner and possibly two small children. It is not 
about being a real family car. 

There is reasonable headroom, but those like me at 6ft, 
would not be happy in the rear and not particularly comfort¬ 
able either. 

The standard kit is quite reasonable. It includes automatic 
dual-zone air conditioning; the entertainment is controlled 
with a multi-functional coloured touch screen which incor¬ 
porates a DAB radio, USB and Bluetooth connectivity. 

There is also automatic headlamps and windscreen wip¬ 
ers. The driver has very little to do in that respect, except 
to find how to switch them off - automatic headlights are a 
bane of my life. 

There are a number of airbags as you would expect in a 
2014 car, and also ABS and anti-lock brakes, and a stability 
programme has been incorporated. 

You can disengage it if you wish, with an experience of 
being a driver in a driver’s car, and therefore not being driv¬ 
en by an electronic wizardry. 

Peugeot claims a C02 emission of 139 g/km which will 
not be overly expensive for the excise duty. It also suggests 
on the combined cycle 47.9mpg may be achievable, I man¬ 
aged 40.4mpg in my 300 miles test. 

There can be little doubt the new 208GTi will win friends 
and be a rewarding vehicle to own. With a three-year and 
60,000 miles warranty and being priced at £18,895 on the 
road, I have little doubt Peugeot has a winner on its hands. 

Time will tell if it replicates the brilliant, ubiquitous 205GTi.
